It is futile for Nevada to rely upon the 


Traffic Association, just organized in San 
Francisco,for relief from excessive freight 
rates from the East. It has been the 
policy of tho San Francisco merchants to 
encourage tho railroad company m keep- 
ing up rates from eastern points to Ne- 
vada, so as to compel the State to pur- 
chase its goods, wares and merchandise 
in San Francisco. When the Interstate 
Commerce Act went into effect the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce peti- 
tioned the Commission to suspend the 
section of the Act, which prohibited 
transportation companies from charging 
more for a short 
than 
tor 
H long 


haul. 
The 
action of 
the 
Cham- 


ber of 
Commerce 
was intended to 


benefit San Francisco, it bo'ng a term- 
inal point, at the expense of the interior. 
The Commission granted the prayer of 
the petitioners and the people know the 
rest. 


Now the Traffic Association organized 


in San Francisco is not demanding the 
enforcement of the long and short haul 
clause of the laterstate Commerce Act. 
They do not want interior points to have 
as low rates as San Francisco because 
that condition of affairs would give towns 
along the railroads the same advantages 
as terminal points. For that reason Xe- 
vada need not expect to be benefited b'y 
the 
Traffic 
Association, except 
that 


wholesale merchants in San Francisco 
could sell at cheaper rates if the cost of 
transportation was reduced. 


Nevada would not cnmpla'.n if floated 


as well as San Francisco. This State 
asks that freight from the East be 
brought hero at the same rate that is 
charged for taking it through to San 
Francisco. This demand is not unreas- 
onable, as the San Francisco freight 
passes through the State, yet the rail- 
road company will not grant it and the 
Traffic Association doe? not want it to do 
so. It is therefoic idle to expect the 
Traffic Association to intercede for Ne- 
vada, as the Stato wants a rate that San 
Francisco does not desire it to hma, and 
ita Chamber of Commerce did not hesi- 
tate to say so when 4t asked for tha 
suspension of the fourth section of the 
Interstate Commerce Act.

Superintendent Porter of the Census 


Bureau, delivered an addre-s before the 
Commercial Club of 8t. Louis, in which 
he gave figures regarding the growth of 
woolen and cotton manufacturing inter- 
ests, which were made public for the 
first time. He said the total value of all 
woolen manufactures in 1890 was $344,- 
299,668, an increase of $77,046,743 in the 
ten years since 1880. 
The cotton pro- 


ducts show a total value in 1890 of $257,- 
764,529, an increase since 1880 of $65,- 
674,419. 


The Southern States, according to Mr, 


Porter's figures are now employing in 
their cotton mills nearly as many per- 
sons as Massachusetts did a dozen years 
ago. 
In the ten years ending in 1890 


they more than doubled tbe number of 
operatives and the value of tho products 
and have nearly trebled the quantity of 
cotton consumed and the number of 
spindles. 
Nearly fifty thousand more 


persons are employed in cotton factories 
than in 1880, tbe products show an in- 
crease in value of $05,000,000, and there 
are 3,500,000 more spindles in operation, 
a decennial progress over which all may 
rejoice. 


According to the New York Press, 


some prominent New York officials re- 
ceive very generous salaries. Chauncey 
M. Depew, as President of the New York 
Central Railroad, has $75,000; John A. 
Stewart, Jr., President of the United 
States Trust Company, $50,000; H. B. 
Hyde of tbe Equitable Insurance Com- 
pany, has $60,000; W. H. Beers, Presi- 
dent of the New York Life Insurance 
Company $60,000, and E. P. Alcot, Pros- 
ident of the Central Trust Company, has 
also $00,000.

pnblican electors in the several States and 
Territories, and voters, without regard to 
past political affiliations, who believe in 
Republican principles and endorse the Be- 
publioan policy, are cordially invited to 
unite under this call m the formation of a 
national ticket. 
Each State ia entitled to 


foot delegates at large, and fo* each Repre- 
sentative in Congress at large two dele- 
gates, and each i Congressional District, 
Territory and tbe District of Columbia two 
delegates. 
An alternate must be chosen 


for each delegate. 
An important step 


taken by tbe committee was in reference to 
the Executive Committee and all matters 
connected with tbe preparations for tbe 
next convention. 


At 7 o'clock the National Committee ad- 


journed sine die. 


The Executive Committee met soon to 


arrange for tbe convention.

"The man with tbe dipper" was identified 
by Mr. Williams aa a workman in bis em- 
ploy at tho mill named FiUiou. Tbe dip- 
per itself wits admitted to have been used 
in the manner and for the purpose stated.

How the Pyramids "Were Unlit. • 


A moneyed man, who -was looking at 


the process of laying an artificial stone 
pavement in front of one of his many 
properties, startled the friends who were Diawer 8 
standing about him by remarking, "I 
believe that the Egyptian pyramids were 
built in just that way." Pressed for an 
explanation, he said that while he had 
never been in Egypt he had read the 
works of> all Egyptologists, including 
Brugsch and Piazzi Smyth, and had 
never found in any of them a theory 
•which would satisfactorily account for 
the manner in which the pyramids were 
constructed. 
"Now," he said, "yon must remember 


that the pyramids are built of stone 
which bears no resemblance to anything 
found within 500 miles of their location. 
It is incredible that the Egyptians of 
four or five thousand years ago should 
have possessed the mechanical ingenuity 
to move these enormous blocks of -stone 
from the granite quarries of Abyssinia 
or Syria to the pyramids. Is it not much 
more natural to suppose that the ancient 
Egyptians possessed the secret of mak- 
ing artificial stone, and that the pyra- 
mids were constructed "by layer upon 
layer of Nile river mud, hardened by 
just such processes as we employ to 
make artificial stone? 
"It is a much more plausible explana- 


tion of their construction than the la- 
borious and unintelligent suppositions 
that the stones were carried across the 
desert to form the foundation and base 
ot the pyramids. I firmly believe that 
the Egyptians of the ante-Christian era 
understood the manufacture of artificial 
stone, and that they built the pyramids 
out of it."—Philadelphia Press.

Their distress made them forget their 
fear of human beings.

Winnipeg City that a band numbering 
100 wolves had slain many Indian hunt- 
ers along the east shore. This turned 
out to be true. 
Several ot the men were caught on 


foot. 
One climbed a tree and shot 


twenty wolves. Another clubbed a dozen 
to death before they pulled him down. 
One hunter mounted a platform erected 
on poles for the purpose of keeping skins 
above the reach of wild beasts and ver- 
min. He had hardly begun firing when 
the wolves pressed and leaped about the 
posts in such numbers that they threw 
down the platform and tore the man to 
pieces. 
The same band had visited other 


camps. How many Indians in all were 
devoured could not be exactly ascer- 
tained, as more than one hunting party 
was said to have been completely wiped 
out.—Youth's Companion.
